Live-stock, linen goods, woollen 
goods, butter and fats, explosives, hardware. clocks and watches, 
tobacco and silk have not shared to the same extent in this develop- 
ment. 

There is, says the Consul, an increasing demand for paint. 
Austria and Germany supplied 11,000/. worth in 1906. 

All kinds of clothing and underwear, of whatever material they 
may be composed, and even lace and trimmings, are grouped 
together under one heading in the Customs returns, and it is im- 
possible to obtain accurate details of the separate items. Practi- 
cally all is supplied by Austria. 

The import of cotton yarn and manufactures is rapidly increas- 
ing, and this is all the more noteworthy in that the import of linen, 
woollen and silken goods seems to be stationary. ‘The reason is 
perhaps to be found in the increased cost of living, which does not 
admit of so much expenditure on the finer materials. The import 
of cotton manufactures in 1906 was valued at 228,000l., and that 
of yarns, &c., at 160,000. 

Of the leather imported in 1906 (184,000/.) 10 per cent. consisted 
of boots and shoes (mostly from Austria and Hungary) and 10 per 
cent. of saddlery.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


' Bosnia and the Herzegovina,— H.M. Consul at Sarajevo (Mr. F. G. 
Freeman), in. reporting. on -British trade with Bosnia and the 
Herzegovina, states. that circulars and price lists, drawn up 
in-Servian, the language of the country, or at least: in German, 
which is spoken by the official. and. mercantile classes, would, 
certainly attract attention, where those in. English are. treated. 
as wastepaper. - Advertising in the local. newspapers is much 
resorted to by Austrian firms ;, British firms might do the same.. 
But it is yet more advisable that prices;should . be, quoted in... 
Austrian currency, and; measurements in metric terms ; that easy _ 
conditions of payment should be accorded, and, above all, that British 
commercial travellers.should..visit-.the.country..much more often 
than is unfortunately the case at present. 
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In respect of Government contracts, the provinces are an Austro- 
Hungarian preserve, and the various undertakings in which the 
Government is directly or indirectly interested naturally apply in 
the first instance to Austria and Hungary for the materials that 
they. require. Private dealers, moreover, prefer to draw their 
supplies of foreign-made articles from Vierina, Budapest or Trieste 
rather than straight from abroad, for they can thus get consign- 
ments or parts of consignments of mixed goods in quantities better 
suited to the limited demand. They_also avoid the trouble and 
waste of time occasioned by Custom-house formalities, which are 
nécessarily more tedious and unsatisfactory at Sarajevo than in 
important centres where the volume and variety of goods passing 
in and out make the employment of numerous Customs experts not 
only possible but indispensable. Nevertheless, the superiority of 
British-made goods is fully recognised ; what is wanted in order 
to convert a mere expression of opinion into a concrete order is a 
ten minutes’ practical conversation between traveller and trader or 
Government official, which may remove the impression that such 
superiority must always involve the existence of prohibitive prices, 
that the British standard dimensions prevent adaptation to local 
requirements, and other stereotyped objections. 

Bosnia and the Herzegovina can easily be visited by travellers 
in Central Europe with little extra expense or loss of time. The 
connection with Vienna and Budapest vid Brod and with Brindisi, 
Bari and Trieste by Gravosa, make it possible for them to call at 
the principal towns of the Provinces in succession without retracing 
their steps to any great extent. The natural beauty of the country, 
moreover, should attract those who desire to combine business with 
pleasure. On orders being secured, satisfactory arrangements 
might perhaps be made for the shipment of goods by the Wilson, 
Cunard, or Ellerman liners from London, Hull, or Liverpool to 
Bari, and thence to Gravosa by the Italian Puglia steamers, which 
cross regularly once a week. A good many articles, among which 
boots and shoes, cottons and lace may be mentioned, come from 
Vienna by parcel post in three days, but larger consignments take 
as a rule about three weeks. 

Another good reason for at least occasional visits on the part of 
British travellers, and especially those who represent groups 
of firms, is that so many articles—such as notepaper, toys, hats, 
gloves, sticking-plaster— are got up to resemble British-made 
goods. Even the trader is occasionally mistaken, as in the recent 
case of one who was sure he had British sporting guns, whereas 
they bore quite distinctly the name and address of the maker in 
America. The reason given for the appearance of non-British 
wares, such as garden tools, for instance, of the commonest kind, 
is not so much that they are cheap as that one foreign commercial 
traveller after another comes with samples and catalogues, explains 
away difficulties, and also sees for himself what articles are in 
common use, and can thus have them copied and perhaps slightly 
improved upon by his firm. |

The decreased figures, says the Acting Consul, are not due to 
Tairen (Dalny) competition, but to an absence ‘of demand up- 
country. The falling off in 1907 affects mainly the native imports, 
which are 2,050,031/. below the 1906 figures. Although the 
foreign imports suffered to the extent of 039,428/., yet this sum is 
small compared with the reduction of 2 418, 2077. in foreign im- 
ports in 1906 as against 1905. Why the up-country demand has » 
ceased it is difficult to explain, but it appears that large sums of 
the war hoardings have been invested by the natives in the pur- 
chase of land from the Government, which latter is trying to 
attract immigration in every way. : 

The decline in the foreign imports shows signs of having reached 
bedrock, that is to say, the local and up-country stocks of commo- 
dities are becoming exhausted and will require replenishing. 
However, the experience of the last two years will suggest caution, 
and there will now be no wild speculations as there were in 
1905. 

The total value of the cotton goods imported in 1907 was 
758,8801. as compared with 1,009,091/. in 1906 and 2,946,2361. in 
1905. This shows a loss of 250,211/. compared with last year, 
of which most falls upon British goods. 

America supplies the sheetings and drills and most of the jeans, 
whilst the United Kingdom leads in shirtings. The’ large 
import of 98,940 pieces of sheeting from Japan as compared with 
the 2,440 pieces in 1906 may be partly American. It is the only 
item of importance in Japanese cotton goods. 

A considerable amount of machinery has also been imported. 
Some, of Continental manufacture, is destined for the Kirin mint, 
and exceeds 85,0001. in value. About 10,000/. worth of machinery 
came from Japan for an electric power company, for local water- ’ 
works, and for a steam bean mill—all in Japanese hands. In 
addition to this the South Manchurian Railway Company imported 
some 16,6081. worth of railway plant. : 
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TRANSIT TRADE OF SSUMAO. 


H.M. Consul-General at Yunnan-fu (Mr. W. H. Wilkinson) has 
forwarded the following particulars respecting the transit trade of 
Ssitimao, furnished by Mr. H. M. Maze, Acting Commissioner of 
Customs there :— 

“The greater part of the merchandise crossing the frontier and 
coming from the British Shan States passes through this mart 
(Sstimao), where import duties are levied. The bulk of such goods 
pays transit dues here and then proceeds into the interior under 
cover of our transit passes. These passes are fairly well respected 
throughout the Province by the various Likin Authorities, the 
latter asking only for a small ‘cumshaw’ of a few cash in return 
for inspection of the pass; and this is generally not refused by the 
caravans. When foreign goods, however, are not provided with a 
transit pass, likin is charged at the first barrier met on the road, 
and such single payment secures free transit for merchandise 
throughout Yunnan for a subsequent period of 100 days. No 
likin is levied on foreign goods at Sstimao within the ‘free zone’ 
of this mart, but the sub-stations just outside require payment of 
likin charges on such merchandise as is not provided with our 
transit passes. Goods coming from Burma and the Shan States 
cross the frontier at some fifteen days’ journey from Ssiimao, and 
if they take the mandarin road vzdé Chiu-lung-chiang—i.e., the 
Mekong River—can reach Ssiimao without passing any likin 
barriers. ‘There is, however, some traflic on roads that cross the 
British Shan States frontier, and, passing west of Ssiimao, lead up 
to Wei-yuan, Ching-tung, Tali, &c. I understand that a certain 
amount of cotton goes north by the above routes, but the amount 
cannot be large, as that part of the Province is mountainous 
country and maintains a very small population. Further, such 
cotton can hardly find a profitable market so far north, where it 
cannot compete with the better quality supplied through the 
Treaty Mart of T’engyueh. Goods, therefore, travelling that way 
and not having the benefit of our transit passes, may pay the 
usual likin charges as soon as they arrive at the first barrier of the 
Wei-yuan office. 

The Acting Commissioner remarks further that the “frontier 
rate of duty is light, and even with the transit dues added 
is in most cases less than the likin charges. . .  - 
is, of course, due in great measure to the benefits of the transit 
pass system that we have even the amount of import trade that 
exists here. But merchants, if they could place foreign goods 
from Burma at Sstimao at prices obtaining at Mengtsz, would then 
be in a position to do a transit trade with a considerable section of 
this Province.” 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH INDIA. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 232 of the 
ci oa Board of Trade Journal” for 30th January 
mt bi ed last respecting the duty leviable on beer, &c., in 
‘ India, the Board of Trade have now received a 
copy of the “Indian Tariff Amendment Act, 1908” (No. 2 of 1908), 
providing for the duty leviable, under Schedule III. of Act No. 8 
of 1894, as amended by Act No. 3 of 1896, on ale, beer, porter, 
cider, and other fermented liquors, to be increased, with effect from 
3rd January, 1908, from 1 to 2 annas per imperial gallon or six- 

quart bottles on importation into British India. 


The ‘Gazette of India” of 11th April last contains a Notification 
(No. 3,566), dated 9th April, 1908, prohibiting 
toxicating Drugs the importation in British India by sea or land, 

Importation "of cocaine by means of post, and also restricting 

Prohibited in 8 1™portation by any other means to cases in 
which it is imported by persons, or their autho- 
rised agents, who have been specially permitted 
to import the drug by a Local Government or Administration, or 
by the Madras Board of Revenue. 

The same issue of the ‘“ Gazette” contains a further Notification 
(No. 3,585), dated 9th April last, prohibiting the importation into 
the Madras Presidency of intoxicating drugs prepared from the 
hemp plant (cannabis sativa, varvety indtea).

in the following terms :-— 

National or foreign medicinal specialities, or so-called ‘‘ specifics,’ 
either for internal or external use, must obtain special authorisation 
from the National Health Department before being sold, without 
which they will be considered ‘“ secret remedies,” the sale of which 
is prohibited. 

Requests for authorisation must be presented to the National 
Health Department, together with such quantity of the prepara- 


* The present surtax is 50 per cent. 
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tion as is sufficient for the purpose of analysis. The Department 
must also be furnished with the qualitative and quantitative 
formula of the preparation, and the receptacles, labels, directions 
for use, and other announcements with which it is to be sold to the 
public. <A short statement shall also be added, giving the physi- 
ological and therapeutical principle on which the preparation is 
based and its object, or of its hygienic or pharmaceutical 
properties. 

The qualitative formula of the preparation shal] be clearly 
printed on the label attached to the receptacle, indicating the 
proportion of active substances which it contains. The name of 
the maker and the address of the factory shall be shown on the 
receptacle. 

The National Health Department shall analyse the specialities 
submitted, and, after payment of the fees fixed by the Law of the 
23rd December, 1901, shall forward the analysis for the decision 
of a special Commission of three officials of the Department. 

The authorisation of the Department having been obtained for 
the sale of any speciality, it cannot be offered to the public by 
chemists or by representatives of the makers either through 
circulars which accompany the preparation or by advertisements in 
periodicals or other kinds of publications, in any other form than 
that expressly accepted by the Commission. 

It should be noted in this connection that by Decree dated the 
25th January last, the National Health Department was authorised 
to accord to importers of pharmaceutical specialities a period of 
six months during which they might sell such products without 
previous analysis by the Department. 

A translation of the tariff of fees charged for the analysis of 
pharmaceutical specialities, together with a compilation (in 
Spanish) of all the Argentine Laws, -Decrees, Resolutions, &c., 
affecting the exercise of the professions of doctor, chemist, dentist, 
and veterinary surgeon in the Republic, may be seen by persons 
interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C.

BRITISH INDIA (ASSAM). 
The “Indian Trade Journal” of 16th April gives some details 
respecting a discovery of coal and corundum in 





= ra the Khasi Hills, Assam, compiled by Mr. F. E. 
‘chilgnecnetoran Jackson, I.C.S., late Deputy Commissioner of 
Discoveries. tho Khasi and Jaintia Hills, from which the 


following is taken :— 

The first of the new coal fields is apparently a northern extension 
of the known Langrin coal field. ‘Che outcrop was found on the 
Lum Langlay hill, one-third of a mile west of the village of 
Nonglanglay. In this hill three seams, about 50 feet above each 
other, were found, They apparently are nearly horizontal. The 
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coal burns readily and brightly. The country is, however, in- 
accessible, and the field is, it is thought, of little commercial value. 
Approximately the field is in 25° 20’ N. lat., 91° 10’ E. long. 

The second exposure is at Pydem Mawmai village, on tho 
western side of the Langrin plateau, about 1,600 feet above the 
foot of the hills and approximately at 25° 15’ N. lat., 91910! E. 
long. The outcrop was found in the bed of a small stream close 
to the village. The coal here contains very numerous nodules of 
what is, apparently, iron pyrites. 

The third exposure is in the bed of the Umsoor river, some nine 
miles east of Pydem Mawmai. The Umsoor at this place forms 
the boundary of the Nongstein and Langrin States, and makes a 
sharp fall of some 150 feet. In the steep precipices exposed by 
these falls, three seams are visible. The higher contains numerous 
nodules of sandstone. The lower is, commercially at any rate, the 
more important, as it should be accessible from the Sylhet plains. 
This seam is about five feet thick and is a bright, hard, easily 
inflammable coal which in places forms the present bed of the 
stream. 

Corundum is found exposed, and has been seen at three places, 
viz.: (1) Patarknang—a village jointly belonging to Mariaw and 
Rambrai States, lying a few miles west of the Raciang (Riwiang) 
river ; (2) at Nongmaweit village; (3) on the Raindu river, a 
tributary of the Someshveri river. This mineral is said, however, 
to extend over a very large area near (2) and (3). The stone at (1) 
is coarse and is regarded by the people as of small value; (2) and 
(3) are close together and are situated a few miles west of the U 
Blay river, near its source: they are in the Nongstein State and 
produce a superior stone. Corundum is quarried chiefly at (2) 
because it occurs there in small lumps which can be handled 
easily. ‘The method is to excavate small holes, and to take out 
any stones which may be found. If nothing is found, the hole 
is abandoned and another dug. ‘The people possess no means of 
cutting this hard stone and so must perforce leave any large 
stones found. At (3) corundum occurs close to and in the river 
bed in much larger blocks, weighing probably several tons. It is 
here that the best quality stone is found. It is close grained 
and highly crystalline. It is, however, not worked to any con- 
siderable extent owing to the above-mentioned difficulty in cutting.

RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) has 
Metallurgical forwarded a résumé of an article that appeared 
Trust. in the “Commercial and Industrial Gazette 

(St. Petersburg) of the 24th April, relative to 
the proposed Russian metallurgical trust,” under the style of “ The 
Metallurgical Works and Mines Company,” which comprises, to 
date, nine undertakings (owning ten works), whose output during 
the year 1906-7 amounted to 240,182,308 pouds (about 3,860,072 
tons), being 88°84 per cent. of the total output of all the South 
Russian works and 45°04 per cent. of the total Russian output. 
The projected South Russian trust, will, it is stated, evidently lead 
in the near future to a trust of the Polish metallurgical works, 
almost all of which have already come to a private agreement to 
that effect. The promoters of the Russian trust propose to proceed 
at once to the formation of a whole series of organisations, whose 
aim will be to assist the further development of Russian railway, 
industrial and commercial enterprise, and the extension of the 
home demand for the products of the iron industry. 


The German Consul-General at St. Petersburg reports that the iron 
item a production of Russia was larger in 1907 
Iron Ore in 1907 than in any former year, and excluding the 

’ manganese ore exported from Poti, amounted 
to 262°1 million pouds, as compared with 236°4 million pouds in 
1906. The amount exported was 60°5 million pouds, as compared 
with 53°3 million pouds in 1906. The South Russian metallurgical 
works received some 5°2 million pouds more iron ore than in 1906, 
but the stock on hand at the end of 1907 was 31 million pouds, as 
compared with 10 million pouds a year previously. ‘The consump- 
tion of iron ore by Polish works decreased by about one-third as 
compared with the previous year, and several blast furnaces in the 
neighbourhood of the Vistula have ceased working.

CHINA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Hankow (Mr. E. D. H. Fraser, C.M.G.) 

has forwarded a translation of an article in the 
Tayeh Iron Mines. ‘“‘ Universal Gazette” of that port, giving an 

account of the Tayeh iron mines, 70 miles below 
Hankow, on the Yangtse. In 1904 the Japanese were given the 
right to work the mines for a period of 30 years, by an agreement 
with the Chinese Government. Iron deposits are said to extend 
over an area of more than 200 square li, and to contain about 
273,000,000 tons of ore. The Lion Hill, now being worked, 
contains 150,000,000 tons of ore, of which 150,000 tons are supplied 
annually to Japan, and 60,000 or 70,000 tons to the Hanyang 
Ironworks. ‘The ore is blasted or picked, and then sent by a rope 
tramway to Shih-liu Yao, 20 li away, a record of the quantity 
heing kept by Chinese and Japanese overseers. On arrival there, it 
is stored to await shipment by four steamers, each carrying 3,000 
tons. ‘The ore averages 65 per cent. of iron; the price per ton is” 
1:50 dols. to 1:70 dols., with 2 dols. carriage, payable to China. 
The mine is the largest in the East, and the largest works in the 
East are entirely dependent on it for supplies.

In 
addition, of the refuse of the kernals, some 44,000 quintals of ~ 
pyrene or sulphur oil is produced. Very little burning oil is 
produced. 

The British Vice-Consul at Syracuse (Mr. J. Lobb) reports that 
the production in the Province of Siracusa was about 6,000 
metric tons, made up as follows :—extra fine quality, 1,500 tons ;

production by the use of machinery for 
mechanical manipulation in the manufacture of window glass, 
narrow-necked bottles and general glassware. The general im- 
provement in factory construction, furnace equipment and instal- 
lation of mechanical blowing machines resulted in an increase of 
23,000,600 dols. (about 4,600,000/.) in the value of the output 
from 1900 to 1905, which is just 2,000,600 dols. (about 400,0002. ) 
more than the production of glass in 1880. 

Plate glass manufacturers have recently introduced the produc- 
tion of imitation marble out of glass, which is particularly suitable 
for restaurants, hospitals, and other’ places where cleanliness is 
essential, for, unlike marble, it does not absorb moisture. 

During the past five years many machines for the manufacture 
of bottles were invented. One of these machines has been very 
successful and seems to meet all the requirements of the bottle 
industry, as it can be built to produce a narrow or wide-necked 
bottle of any shape; this machine has so recently come into use 
that it is not a factor in the returns given of the production of 
bottles in 1905. The capacity of this machine is estimated at 12 
bottles per minute, and one man can look after three machines at 
the same time. The speed of the machines is not sufficient for them 
to run hot; they can, therefore, be operated for 24 hours every day, 
which makes the output about 360 gross of bottles per day at a 
labour expense of three men on eight-hour terms or two on 12. 

There is a United States invention which has perfected the 
modern art of pressing glass mechanically in portable hinged 
moulds, thereby increasing the output fully 500 per cent., con- 
siderably decreasing the cost and duplicating in large numbers 
figured and imitation cut patterns and designs which cannot other- 
wise be made, except by the slower and more costly process of 
blowing and cutting by hand. 

There has been an electric method recently introduced for the 
easier handling of large sheets of plate glass, shop windows, &c., 
viz., by the use of heavy magnets placed against the glass on one 
side, whilst on the other are flat plates of iron or steel. The magnet 
holds the plate tight to the glass, thus enabling a heavy plate of 
glass to be handled with ease by the use of as many magnets as 
may be required, each magnet being connected by wire with the 
current producer, which current can at once be cut off when 
necessary to release the glass plate from the steel or iron plate at 
the back.
